Meetings  are  still  being  held  at  this  time  and  no  final  decisions  have  been 
made.  We  are  in  the  process  of  trying  to  exclude  coin  dealers  from  the  list  of 
businesses  that  must  conform  to  aspects  of  this  ordinance  that  could  threaten 
their  ability  to  conduct  business.  This  is  still  a work  in  progress  and  I will  keep 
our  membership  up  to  date  as  soon  as  a decision  is  made. 

Our  membership  is  still  moving  forward-  growing  at  every  meeting  with  the 
announcement  of  new  lifetime  members  as  well  as  general  membership.  Our 
industry  in  general  seems  to  still  be  doing  very  well.  Collecting  coins  is  really 
exciting  for  people  at  all  age  levels.  The  U.S.  Mint  continues  to  add  all  types  of 
new  coins  and  commemoratives  both  in  gold,  silver,  and  nickel  clad.  Activity  at 
most  of  the  shows  I have  been  attending  has  been  great.  There  is  a buzz  in  the  air 
from  start  to  finish  from  people  either  asking  questions  or  making  purchases.

FOR  HOW  MUCH?

It  is 
reprinted  here  with  permission.  James  is  regarded  as  a true  authority  on  this  series. 
His  coins  have  been  the  fiirst  or  second  all-time  ranked  PCGS  set  in  the  Eisenhower 
Dollar,  Circulated  Strikes  category  for  most  of  the  last  ten  years.  Thank  you,  James, 
for  the  substantial  contribution  not  just  to  our  Digest,  but  also  to  numismatics! 


YOU  SOLD  AN  IKE  FOR  HOW  MUCH? 

That's  the  comment  I get  when  I tell  people  I've  sold  clad  Ikes-  yes  clad  Ikes- 
for  over  $1 5,000  for  one  coin.  They're  even  more  shocked  when  I tell  them 
I will  buy  that  coin  back  for  close  to  that  number. 

Ikes  are  very  very  rare  in  high  grades-  just  look  at  the  populations-  but  they 
are  also  misunderstood,  because  one  grade  lower  can  be  worth  90%  less 
than  the  higher  grade. 

Like  many  series,  Ike's  have  a very  avid  following.  There  are  several  Ike  groups 
which  specialize  in  finding  and  attributing  Ike  die  varieties.  As  more  varieties 
are  discovered,  there  will  be  more  and  more  Ike  collectors. 

With  that  in  mind,  I want  to  take  you  through  a date  by  date  analysis  of  the 
series  and  talk  about  values  of  the  high  grade  coins.  First,  one  must  remember 
that  no  regular  issue  Ike  is  truly  rare,  only  rare  in  high  grade.  Please  note  I 
have  purposely  left  out  discussion  of  proof  Ikes,  since  there  are  no  truly  rare 
coins  in  the  series.  Virtually  all  proof  Ikes  are  super  high  grade.

Early  "P'' Mints  1971-1976  Type  I 

This  is  where  the  toughies  are  found  in  MS65  or  MS66.  None  of  these  dates 
exist  in  true  MS67.  (Yes  NGC  had  graded  some,  but  they  bring  closer  to  PQ 
PCGS  MS66  prices.  A PCGS  MS67  would  be  the  holy  grail,  along  with  any 
clad  MS68.) 

1 971  -P:  The  typical  coin  has  poor  luster  and  a weak  strike.  It  is  low  relief  in 
design  making  these  characteristics  even  more  pronounced.  Only  pay  strong 
money  for  the  exceptional  strike/luster.  They  do  exist,  so  hold  out.  MS65s: 
$150-250;  MS66s:  $1,750-3,500. 

1 972-P  Type  I:  Very  similar  to  the  '71  -P.  Even  the  high  grade  MS66s.  This  date 
is  significantly  rare  in  MS66.  MS65s:  $150-250;  MS66s:  $10,500-12,500. 

1 972-PType  II:  This  is  the  modified  high  relief  design  produced  with  two  dies. 
Estimates  are  that  between  1 00,000-1 50,000  coins  exist.  This  is  the  only  Ike 
that  is  rare  and  collectable  in  any  grade.  Luster  is  typically  adequate.  Strike 
does  vary,  and  is  typically  weak  in  the  left  side  of  the  die.  This  is  the  second 
toughest  coin  in  the  series  to  find  in  high  grade.  The  combination  of  minimal 
bagmarks  and  a decent  strike  are  the  holdouts  for  gem  quality  coins,  MS65s 
can  fetch  $2500-3000,  while  MS66s  have  sold  for  over  $15,000. 

1 972- P  Type  III:  This  die  variety  is  also  a high  relief.  The  strike  on  the  typical 
'72-P  Type  III  is  normally  adequate.  Luster  is  below  average  and  bagamarks 
are  above  average.  Gems  are  obtainable  while  superb  gems  are  quite  rare. 
MS65s;  $150-250;  MS66s:  $6,000-7500. 

1 973- P:  As  a Mint  Set  only  coin,  luster  and  strike  are  almost  always  superb. 
The  primary  deterrent  to  locating  gem  specimens  is  bagmarks.  I looked  thru 
thousands  of  Mint  Sets  and  found  just  a handful  of  gems.  MS65s:  $75-150; 
MS66s;  $1250-1750. 

1 974- P:  The  typical  '74-P  has  an  above  average  strike.  Elowever,  luster  is 
normally  below  average  since  most  coins  come  from  bags.  Consequently,  bag 
marks  are  well  above  average.  Values  in  high  grade  have  diminished  in  recent 
years  due  to  increases  in  populations.  MS65s:  $50-75;  MS66s:  $500-1250. 

1 976-P  Type  I:  This  is  the  single  toughest  high  grade  Ike  in  my  opinion.  The 
strike  and  luster  are  normally  solid;  however,  the  handling  of  these  coins  by 
the  Mint  left  numerous  bag  marks  on  these  coins.  Even  MS65  examples  that 
are  premium  quality  are  tough  to  find.  Several  of  the  coins  in  the  pop  reports 
are  the  cheaper  Type  II  variety,  making  the  pop  reports  deceiving.  MS65s: 
$250-350;  MS66s:  $3,000-5, 000-^.

Late  "P'' Mints  1976-P  Type  II  - 1978-P 

Much  easier  to  find  in  high  grade  than  the  early  "P"  mints,  all  of  these  exist 
in  MS67  in  small  quantities. 

1 976- P  Type  II:  While  this  design  is  slightly  lower  relief  than  the  Type  I,  the 
bagmarks  are  typically  less  invasive.  Luster  is  slightly  below  that  of  the  Type  I 
and  the  strike  is  typically  strong  for  a low  relief  design.  MS66s:  $150-250 
MS67s:  $5,500+. 

1 977- P:  The  typical  V7-P  is  well  struck  with  above  average  luster.  Bagmarks 
are  below  average.  A well  above  average  3 bag  hoard  was  recently  graded 
and  the  population  of  MS66  and  MS67s  soared.  The  typical  coin  from  this 
hoard  has  slightly  below  average  luster,  even  though  strike  and  bagmarks 
are  better  than  average.  Most  of  the  MS67s  from  this  hoard  are  still  for  sale, 
albeit  at  significantly  lower  prices  than  pre-hoard  sales.  MS66s:  $100-250; 
MS67s:  $3,500-$5,500. 

1 978- P:  This  date  has  similar  strike  and  luster  characteristics  to  the  V7-P, 
although  no  hoard  has  been  found  making  gem  specimens  more  expensive 
than  the  V7-P  counterpart  MS66s:  $150-300;  MS67s:  $5,500+. 

Mints 

The  majority  of  the  "D"  mint  Ikes  are  relatively  easy  to  find  in  high  grade 
MS65  or  66.  MS67s  pose  another  issue,  although  they  are  the  most  available 
coins  in  MS67. 

1 971- D:  A low  relief  obverse  and  reverse  make  this  tough  coin  to  grade.  The 
strike  on  this  coin  can  vary  dramatically,  and  a strong  strike  is  difficult  to 
determine.  Luster  also  has  a wide  range.  Bagmarks  are  typically  below  average. 
Due  to  the  high  mintage  of  the  year  and  lower  than  average  bagmarks,  the 
VI  -D  is  one  of  the  more  common  coins  in  high  grade.  Hold  out  for  a top  end 
coin  for  the  grade  you  desire.  MS66s;  $100+;  MS67s  $4,1 50-4,500+. 

1 972- D:  Similar  characteristics  to  the  VI -D;  however,  luster  is  normally 
slightly  better.  This  date  is  also  slightly  less  common  in  gem  condition,  but 
by  no  means  rare.  MS66s:  $150-250,  MS67s:  $7,000+. 

1 973- D:  The  first  Denver  Mint  coin  with  the  high  relief  design.  Typically  well 
struck  with  excellent  luster.  These  were  issued  only  in  Mint  Sets,  so  virtually 
all  the  coins  minted  are  uncirculated.  As  with  the  V3-P,  bagmarks  are  the 
deterrent  to  locating  gems,  MS65s:  $50-$100;  MS66s:  $275-350;  MS67s: 
$6,000+. 

1 974- D:  Normally  found  well  struck,  strong  luster  is  the  difference  between 
average  quality  and  premium  quality  gems.  Bagmarks  are  well  below  average. 
Hold  out  for  an  upper  end  coin,  as  they  do  exist  in  sufficient  quantity.  MS66s: 
$125-250;  MS67s:  $4,500+.

1 976-D  Type  I:  The  Type  I is  characterized  by  the  wide  flat  letters  on  the  reverse. 
The  typical  coin  has  good  luster  and  is  well  struck.  Gems  are  elusive  due  to  the  open 
nature  of  the  design.  MS65s:  $50-75;  MS66s;  $250-450;  MS67s:  $12,500-1-. 


1 976- D  Type  11:  While  the  design  is  a lower  relief  than  the  Type  I,  gems  and 
superb  gems  are  much  easier  to  locate  and  are  considered  one  of  the  common 
dates.  Maybe  more  of  these  were  saved  during  the  Bicentennial  than  most 
dates,  I certainly  see  more  bag  quantities  and  BU  roll  quantities  of  this  date 
than  any  other.  MS66s:  $75-125;  MS67s:  $2,500+. 

1 977- D:  Strike  and  luster  are  typically  above  average,  but  it  can  range. 
Bagmarks  are  below  average.  Gems  are  not  difficult  to  locate.  MS66s:  $135- 
250;  MS67s:  $6,000+. 

1978- D:  Similar  to  the  '77-D  in  characteristics;  however,  superb  gems  are 
marginally  more  difficult  to  obtain.  MS66s  $200-350;  MS67:  $4,050-  $17,500. 

"S''  Mint  Silvers 

1 971  -S:  This  is  consistently  the  worst  looking  silver  Ike.  Its  low  relief  design 
coupled  with  more  than  average  bagmarks  make  this  one  ugly  coin.  A high 
grade  MS67  with  nice  luster  is  a pretty  coin,  albeit  a rare  one.  MS66;  $35-75; 
MS67:  $350-500. 

1 972- S:  The  "King"  of  the  high  grade  Ikes.  Virtually  every  coin  is  well  struck 
with  tremendous  luster.  The  easiest  coin  in  the  series  to  find  in  high  grade. 
Many  still  in  the  blue  pack  have  spots  that  cannot  be  removed.  MS67:  $20-35; 
MS68:  $75-125;  MS69;  $1,475-3,500+. 

1 973- S:  The  dies  were  slightly  modified  for  this  year,  and  the  luster  of  the 
typical  '73-S  just  doesn't  measure  up  to  that  of  the  '72-S.  In  the  striking  detail 
there  always  seems  to  be  some  lacking  high  point  detail,  giving  the  coin  a

pockmarked  look.  Still  superb  gems  are  relatively  easy  to  locate.  MS67s: 
$25-50;  MS68s:  $125-200;  MS69:  $7,500+. 

1 974-S:  Similar  characteristics  to  the  V3-S,  although  the  occurrence  of  the 
pockmarked  coins  is  less  severe.  Prices  are  the  same  as  the  '73-S. 

1 976-S:  While  abundant  in  Mint  State,  the  open  design  of  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  make  bagmarks  very  evident,  and  are  the  primary  deterrent  to  superb 
gems.  This  was  the  last  silver  Ike  that  PCGS  graded  MS  68.  About  4-5  years  ago, 
a large  hoard  was  graded  via  the  bulk  service  in  MS  68,  bringing  price  down 
dramatically;  however,  most  of  those  coins  don't  measure  up  to  MS68  standards. 
Hold  out  for  a top  quality  coin.  MS67s:  $50-75;  MS68s:  $300-500. 

Toned  Ikes 

Beautifully  toned  Ikes  do  exist,  although  they  are  extremely  rare.  Average 
quality  toned  Ikes  are  abundant.  When  one  encounters  the  rarer  vibrant  colors 
(Reds,  Yellows,  Greens),  Ikes  can  command  significant  premiums  similar  to 
the  nicer  Toned  Morgan  Silver  Dollars. 

Off-Metals  and  Other  Rarities 

1 974-D,  1 976-D  Type  II  and  1 977-D  Silver  Ikes,  along  with  the  unique  1 973-S 
Mint  State  Clad  Ike  are  among  the  rarest  of  all  Ikes.  Most  of  these  coins  are 
low  luster,  weakly  struck  and  full  of  bagmarks.  A few  exceptional  pieces  do 
exist  and  will  command  a significant  premium. 

1 973- S  Mint  State  Clad  Ike:  No  Mint  State  Clad  Ikes  were  to  have  been  struck; 
however,  the  San  Fransisco  Mint  did  produce  Proof  Clad  Ikes  in  1 973,  so  one 
proof  clad  planchet  had  to  have  made  its  way  into  the  Mint  State  process. 

I have  examined  this  coin.  It  looks  like  a Silver;  however,  clearly  has  a clad 
layer.  It  sold  privately  for  approximately  $15,000. 

1 974- D  Silver:  30  estimated.  (I've  handled  6-7  pieces)  Prices  $5000-7500. 

1 976- D  Silver  Type  II:  2 estimated.  Breen  states  one  coin  exists.  The  second  1 
own  and  Breen  was  not  aware  of  the  coin.  The  person  1 bought  the  coin  from 
found  it  in  1 977  in  an  original  bag  and  sold  it  to  me  a few  years  ago.  It  grades 
MS64  and  is  the  highest  graded  Off  Metal.  Prices  $1 5,000-25,000. 

1 977- D  Silver:  1 5 estimated.  This  number  may  be  high.  I have  only  seen  a handful 
of  these,  most  of  which  have  been  lightly  circulated.  Prices  $7500-1 0,000. 

The  last  major  rarity  is  the  1976  "P"  Mint  Proof.  The  lone  coin  known  sold 
for  near  $40,000  several  years  ago  and  is  considered  my  most  experts  to  be 
a pattern.  Two  coins  were  displayed  at  the  1974  summer  ANA  convention. 
These  were  later  melted.  However,  it  is  widely  believed  that  3 or  4 were  made, 
making  the  one  known  coin  possibly  unique.  It  is  currently  owned  by  dealer 
Mitchell  Spivak  and  resides  in  a PCGS  PR66  CAM  holder.

and  All  Within  Barber  Quarters? 

BY  Mark  Benvenuto 


The  continued  hype  of  our  quarters  programs  has  brought  more  than  a few  new 
collectors  into  the  fold  of  late.  State  quarter  varieties  still  seem  to  be  popping  up, 
based  on  some  detail  or  other  of  a quarter's  reverse.  The  National  Parks  quarters 
program  may  have  been  given  an  infusion  of  energy  with  the  massive,  5-ounce 
silver  versions  of  those  coins.  And  while  this  is  all  fun  for  those  of  us  who  are 
long  term  collectors,  it  obscures  some  other  areas  within  the  hobby  that  can  be 
equally  enjoyable,  and  that  might  also  have  some  good  price  tags  associated 
with  them.  Look  for  a moment  at  Barber  quarters  to  see  one  very  good  example 
of  what  we  mean. 


Issued  from  1 892  up  to  1 91 6,  the  Barber  quarter  is  the  middle  sibling  in  a trio, 
sandwiched  between  the  smaller  dimes  and  the  larger  half  dollar  denominations. 
All  are  the  work  of  their  namesake,  Mr.  Charles  E.  Barber,  all  bear  his  image  of 
Lady  Liberty  on  the  obverse,  and  the  reverse  is  the  same  for  the  two  larger  sisters 
of  these  different-sized  triplets.  Importantly  for  the  quarters,  many  of  them  were 
coined  to  the  tune  of  millions  per  year,  with  four  years  jumping  over  the  ten 
million  coin  mark -the  1899  leading  that  pack  with  over  12  million.  No  matter 
how  you  stack  them, 
lot  of  quarters. 

Firsts  the  ''Junk'' 

The  Barber  quarters  that 
qualify  as  common  can 
all  be  obtained  at  larger 
shows,  or  in  a well-stocked  dealer's  shop  in  one  grade  or  another.  You  could  spend 
no  more  than  $20  per  coin,  if  you  like  to  keep  a firm  cap  on  your  numismatic 
expenses,  and  in  the  end  still  have  a rather  good  looking  assembly  of  these  older 
twenty-five  cent  pieces.  Time  and  patience  are  really  about  all  you'll  need  for 
the  hunt  for  such  dates.  Yes,  each  coin  will  be  circulated  - although  they  won't 
all  be  down  at  G-4.  Some  of  the  dates  may  grade  as  high  as  F-1 2.  But  you  are 
probably  stretching  it  a little  if  you  think  you  can  go  above  that  level  for  no  extra 
outlay  in  cash.  Still,  a person  could  do  worse  than  assemble  a collection  of  Barber 
quarters  that  have  some  wear,  but  that  are  reasonably  priced. 

Next  the  "Gems" 

Since  the  Barber  quarters  are  not  often  considered  investor  coins,  a wonderful 
feature  of  the  series  is  that  in  the  lower  grades  of  mint  state,  the  common  dates 
and  mint  marks  all  generally  stay  in  the  "low  hundreds"  range.  This  means  that

$200  to  perhaps  $400  will  snag  you 
just  about  each  of  the  common  date 
and  mint  mark  pieces.  It  does  not  even 
really  matter  if  the  one  you're  looking 
for  has  the  west  coast  'S'  on  it  or  not.  If 
the  mintage  was  close  to  1 million  coins, 
that  price  range  generally  holds-  at  least  for  the  later  dates  in  the  series.  The  'O' 
and  'D'  mint  marks  of  New  Orleans  and  Denver,  respectively,  do  not  generally 
carry  much  of  a premium  at  all.  Once  again,  it's  neat  to  see  that  there  are  so 
many  possibilities  in  this  relatively  short  span  of  dates. 

Next^  the  Rarities 

We  wouldn't  be  doing  a very  good  job  of  collecting  if  we  didn't  at  least  look  at 
the  scarce  and  rare  coins  within  this  series.  Sure,  we  probably  can't  buy  them, 
but  we've  got  to  check  them  out.  The  Dynamic  Duo  of  rarities  within  this  group 
of  twenty-five  cent  pieces  is  the  1913-S,  with  40,000  minted,  and  the  1901-S, 
with  72,664.  The  first  costs  about  $2K  and  the  second  about  $5K-  in  the  grade 
G-4!  Yikes,  that's  an  expensive  pair  of  quarters! 

The  1 896-S,  the  1 91 4-S,  the  1 91 3,  and  the  1 897-S  probably  all  qualify  as  semi-key 
coins  for  the  series,  as  their  mintages  range  from  1 88,039  for  the  first,  to  542,229 
for  the  lattermost.  And  while  their  cost  up  in  the  mint  state  grades  are  high,  you 
might  be  pleasantly  surprised  to  see  what  a good  looking  F-12  or  VF-20  piece 
goes  for.  Take  a look  for  yourself  in  any  standard  price  listing.  You  may  find  the 
prices  do  fall  within  your  comfort  zone. 

Finally^  the  Proofs 

No  matter  how  much  we  gravitate  to  what  are  called  "collector  coins,"  or  a 
particular  series,  almost  all  of  us  have  a special  place  in  our  hearts  for  proofs. 
They  simply  look  gorgeous.  Wonderfully,  there  were  proofs  made  for  almost  every 
year  of  the  Barber  quarter  series.  They  are  far,  far  from  the  junk  end  that  we  just 
started  with.  But  curiously,  their  prices  are  not  astronomical.  Any  of  the  proofs 
within  this  string  of  twenty-five  cent  pieces  will  cost  a bit  less  than  $3,000.  Now,  of 
course,  if  you  are  the  frugal  collector  who  insists  on  not  spending  more  than  $20 
per  coin,  like  we  just  mentioned,  this  might  indeed  seem  to  be  astronomical.  But 
using  the  1 899  again,  with  its  1 2.6  million  mintage  total,  and  its  "low  hundreds" 
price  for  a mint  state  piece,  when  you  factor  in  the  idea  that  there  were  only  846 
proof  quarters  made  in  that  year,  a price  tag  of  $3K  suddenly  doesn't  seem  so 
bad.

Most  of  us,  this  author  included,  will  probably  still  keep  an  eye  out  for  modern 
quarters  that  could  be  scarce,  especially  those  that  could  maybe- just  mayb^  be 
found  in  change.  But  it's  good  to  know  that  there  is  an  older  series  of  quarters 
that  still  has  plenty  of  charm  and  value  in  it.  Barber  quarters  might  turn  out  to  be 
a fun  collection  to  assemble.

Tim  Guest  said  Central  States  and  Centralia  Coin  Club  will  have  their  coin  show 
ad  published  in  the  Spring  Digest.  ILNA  member  James  Sego  will  publish  an 
article  on  Eisenhower  Dollars  and  photographs  which  Mr.  Sego  provided  will 
be  used  on  the  Digest  cover.
